Payne, George Roeder, Chris Draayer 
and Mert Lawwill. 

The 50-lap U.S. Steeplechase meet 
traditionally is a highlight of the sum- 
mer season at Ascot and is expected to 
lure upwards of 8000 fans. 


Managing Director J.C. Agajanian 
reports 53 entries for the expert chase 
and 54 for the amateur title chase. The 
amateurs will run 15 laps in their go- 
round.

The second heat eliminated Jack 
Simmons, Bart Markel and Doug Christo- 
pher. The talent stopper continued in 
the third heat with Dick Dorresteyn, 
Dick Taylor, Cal Rayborn and Roger 
Reiman getting the axe. 

The last heat again took a heavy toll 
with the elimination of Mert Lawwill, 
Dave Bostrom and last year's amateur 
champion, Dave Clark.

B.C. LIKES M/C’s 


Last weekend, at the request of the 
Ensenada, Baja California Motorcycle 
Club, your editor went south to inspect 
the new course facilities being prepared 
for the Annual International Scrambles, 
scheduled for October 8 and 9. 

Traveling through Baja California 
lately feels like riding down the tummy 
of a sleeping giant. The rolling hills 
and fields look very much like Southern 
California used to look twenty years 
ago, before prosperity paved nearly 
everything. Filthy Tijuana may not be 
much by U.S. standards, but it is already 
Mexico’s eighth largest city and is 
growing fast. I hurry through “TJ” to 
the next 60 miles of narrow road to 
Ensenada. This is frustration road for 
cars, full of slow traffic and broken 
pavement. But it is smooth sailing for a 
motorcycle. A new freeway to Ensenada 
is under construction which straightens 
all the groovy bends, but thank heaven 
the natives are in no hurry to complete 
it. Car drivers will have to wait for 
manana before they’ll be able to make 
the trip as fast as a motorcycle on the 
old road. When that day comes, real 

, estate in Baja California, already as 
costly as $30,000 an acre (in American 
dollars), will probably go sky high. 

On arriving in Ensenada I was 
greeted by Oscar Gomez, the President 
of the Ensenada M.C. and owner of the 
Yamaha-Montesa shop. Oscar and his 
partner arethe spark plugs of the annual 
Ensenada Grand Prix. Since there is no 
other official motorcycle club in Baja 
California, the EMC follows a good 
mixture of FIM international rules and 
Southern California practices. 

The annual event has been a rough 
scrambles for the past few years, but it 
began as a true Grand Prix Scrambles, 
à la Catalina, using paved streets and 
dirt trails through and around the little 
seaside city. 

First we took a tour of the course, 
on 175cc Montesas provided by the dis-

the final with Mulder off to a quick 
lead. Van Leeuwen and Haaby were 
running 2nd and 3rd at the end of the 
first.

A little farther down the track Glen 
Adams and Eddie Wirth were swapping 
4th place back and forth and running 
like they were tied together. 

Burres continued to inch closer to 
Mulder for the next five laps but for the 
last five, Eddie kept the distance safe 
and positive to go on for an impressive 
win and a near-perfect ride. 

Late lap action found Swede Savage 
passing one and two riders per lap to 
overtake Adams on the final round and 
move in for fourth place money. 

California's top two ama- 
teurs, Jim Berry and Rich Thorwaldson 
ran away with the 15 lap Amateur final. 
They only had to race each other to 
take the top two positions. 

Each rider won his heat race. Berry 
did it the hard way by coming from 4th 
place. The fastest heat went to the 
nation's Number One Novice last year, 
Don McLeod. McLeod was never a great 
threat in the final but was a solid third 
at the finish. 

Thorwaldson led the first six laps in 
the feature before Berry went sliding by 
out of the sweeper turn onto the front 
Straightaway. It was Berry by eight 
lengths at the finish. 

Once again the race was run before 
a sellout crowd of 10,000 fans. Slightly 
up from last year. The race ran off like 
clockwork and was organized and oper- 
ated by the Mount Saint Helens Motor 
cycle Club. Dave Welch was the referee. 
All did a fine job from start to finish.

tributor (plug). It covers a wedge of 
land about 50 acres in size near the bay 
on the edge of town.

The cool sea breezes blow constant- 
ly, Oscar informed us, so the course 
should be virtually dust-free except for 
the sandy starting straight, which is 
parallel with the wind. This is wide 
enough, however, that racers can stay 
out of the leader’s roostertail. There is 
no groove and plenty of passing room on 
most of the course.

HISTORY AND DEVELOPMENT 
OF CYCLELAND SPEEDWAY, 
CHICO, CALIFORNIA

Cycleland Speedway in Chico, Calif. 
was put into operation two years ago by 
the owners Bill Brownell, Denton Hill, 
and Dick McAfee. This one-sixth mile 
short track is run under the direction of 
the Valley Motorcycle Club, Paradise, 
Calif. Races are sanctioned by the 
American Motorcycle Association, and 
operate under District 36 supervision. 

Races are held every Saturday night 
during the months of June through 
September. Points are kept weekly and 
determine the overall winner for the 
season for each class. 

Starting position for the riders is 
determined by a handicap system where- 
by Novice riders begin at zero yardage, 
Amateur riders at ten yards, and Expert 
riders at twenty yard. With each win the 
rider is put back an additional five 
yards. This system seems to even out 
race position at the end of the race, 
and stops the more experienced rider 
from running away with the race. 

The classes have been broken down 
into 60's, 90's, 125's, 175's, 200's, and 
250cc. Races are strictly sportsman 
flat track competition, and trophies for 
the first three places are awarded. 


Late Results 


The races held July 9th saw 63 
riders in action. 

The 60cc class was won by David 
Kline of Reno, Nevada on his potent 
Honda. Second, was Mike Rockwell, 
Oroville, on a Honda, and third was 
Gene Freize, Oroville, also on a Honda. 

The 90cc class was again dominated 
by Paul Minor Jr. Sacramento, with this 
lad winning from a starting position of 
some 35 yards behind the front row. 
Second place was Mike Corcoran on a 
Moto Beta, from North Highlands, and 
third on a Bridgestone was Larry Bruck- 
stein of Orland, both chasing Mr. 
Minor’s black Honda at some distance. 

The 125cc class was won by Mike 
Ellis, North Highlands followed by Bob 
Vaughan, Oroville on a Honda and Hank

The side lamp is an ornamental Italian import scrolled bracket candle holder using a 12 volt 
flickering flame bulb. The taillight originated from a decorative brass bezel with dual candles 
and red reflected flame bulbs. 


The interior is done in modern design “W” pleats in red flake naugahyde with air foam pads 
and then trimmed with gold flake side panels. Matching seat design is carried forth onto the 
Big Bear Scrambler seat with upholstered knee pads on the sides of the gas tank.

IOM Rescheduled 


The TT races at the Isle of Man this 
year were cancelled because of the 
shipping strike in England which affected 
the ferries and supply boats going from 
England to the Isle of Man. Everyone 
was quite sure they would ‘be rescheduled 
some time this year after the strike was 
over (contrary to the FIM rule stating 
that no world’s championship event may 
be rescheduled, only cancelled). The 
CSI, which is the Sporting Committee for 
the FIM, had a meeting the weekend of 
July 2 and 3 and a vote was taken to 
see if the event could be rescheduled. 
The vote was six for and six against, 
with the deciding vote going to Mr. 
Burick, the President of the CSI. So, 
the eventhas been officially rescheduled 
and will receive world’s point status. 
The race will be held August 28th-31st 
and Sept. 2nd. 

We’re sorry to say we’ve just received 
this information and the confirmations of 
entry had to be in by the 18th of July, 
which has passed. We’re also sorry that. 
the Cycle World team will not make the 
event. This is the first time the United 
States had an opportunity to field an 
official team to represent us in a Euro- 
pean classic event. I understand the 
equipment which was prepared for the 
event has been sold to dealers and that 
the whole project was cancelled. I hope 
in 1967 we'll be able to field a team of 
the caliber which was selected for-this 
year’s 1966 TT event. I think everyone 
in motorcycling should put forth a con- 
certed effort to achieve this goal. 


Many an American motorcycle rider 
has asked himself and others the ques- 
tion, “how well we would do in inter 
national competition with the 
Europeans?” From my observations, the 
Americans would do very well in certain 
types of events. However, in other 
events, such as our scrambles, or Moto- 
crosses as they are referred to in 
Europe, the general run of rider in the 
United States probably would not parti- 
cipate at all; not because he is not 
good enough or doesn’t have the equip- 
ment, but he would refuse to ride a 
course which was so rough, fast and 
possibly dangerous. 

I had the opportunity in France to 
attend the French Grand Prix for 500cc 
machines outside Paris. The course 
was run entirely inside a huge granite 
rock quarry, with the spectators mostly 
at the top of the quarry looking inward 
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to the basin. There were 13 countries in 
| central Europe represented at this event. 


To see these fellows coming off some 
of the walls which were 50 and 60 ft. 
high and almost vertically straight down 
was a thrill in itself, and to ride over 
flat plains which were no less than a 
washboard with 2% ft. gullies was al- 
most unbelievable. In fact, I believe 
the clubs which sponsors the events 
and the promotors actually try to make 
the course as rough and as wild as 
possible. The speeds are not as great 
as the ones you would see in this 
country, but the roughness of the 
courses is something I have never seen 
in this country. 


I think the American scrambler has 
the talent to do a good job, I just don’t 
believe he is as experienced riding on 
this type of course as the European is. 
Also, in a lot of cases, the riders’ 
physical condition might be better in 
Europe than here. Some of the courses 
are from 2 to 3 miles in length over the 
roughest ground you’ve ever seen, and 
the riders ride 10 and 15 lap heat events, 
standing on the pegs throughout the 
entire event, never once sitting down, 
which is pretty strenuous onthe legs. I 
don’t believe the Europeans could com- 
pete with any of the top people we have 
in this country inthe long desert events, 
because their equipment is definitely 
not built’ for tremendous speeds over 
long periods of time; more emphasis is 
placed on the handling and strength of 
the equipment. The dirt rider, in general 
in Europe, would be no match for the 
rider who participateS at Prado, because 
they are not used to the smooth, fast, 
dirt tracks nor is their equipment capa- 
ble of the speeds which are common at 
California tracks. 

In future articles, we will give our 
comments on other phases of European 
racing in comparison with the United 
States 


The ACA has just received official 
application forms and information book- 
lets on the 41st running of the Inter- 
national 6-days Trial which will start 
August 30th and run until September 4th, 
1966. If anyone is interested in partici- 
pating in this event, they are urged to 
contact us immediately, because the 
closing date for entries is the 29th of 
July. Entries may be accepted up to the 
3rd of August, but the entry fee is 
doubled. Last year there was a little 
mix-up and actually the entries for the 
United States were over-subscribed. We 
have been assured this year that MICUS 
will not make the same mistake and all 
entries will be considered by MICUS 
before submission, So, if you would like 
to attend this meeting, we suggest you 
move as rapidly as possible. 





THE FINISH LINE

HERE COMES THE NATIONAL TT and the first big event of the year for 
Southern California. Talent galore, prize money galore, national points galore. 

Eddie Mulder won the Castle Rock event last week in championship 
style. The eye now centers on Eddie to see if he can become the first rider 
to ever win Peoria, Castle Rock and Ascot. He has two of them already 
sacked away and it’s odd that Ascot should be the last on his list. 

Ascot is his “Home” track where he has scored dozens of wins the last 
four years. It may again prove that the competition is still the roughest right 


in your own backyard. 


Mulder led the first 27 laps last year at the Ascot national. He has twice 
won the main event here this year. The pre-race favorite —— Eddie Mulder. 


The Castle Rock event was stretched 
to six laps in the heat races this year 
over the four laps that were run there 
last year. It worked out fine for the 
Northwest lads but really ruined some 
big racing names from California. 

Ascot will again run only four laps in 
each expert heat race. Eight riders from 
each heat will go to the national final 
that pays the bulk of the record $6,000 
purse. 

If the time trials produce the evenly 
matched heats they came up with in 
Washington many more of the local aces 
will again watch this one from the fence. 

Sonny Burres is coming down from 
the North. This is a greatly improved 
Burres from the one that rode here half 
of last season. It would be a real quirk 
if Mulder won in Sonny’s backyard and 
then Burres came down here and became 
the first out-of-stater to win the local 
national. 

The race serves as a two fold situa- 
tion. The win, which no rider has ever 
won twice and the national point battle. 

At Castle Rock, Draayer and White 
were the only two riders in the top ten 
in the current standings to make the 
final. Draayer is now within one point of 
5th place. A good ride could shoot him 
all the way to second in the standings. 

We predicted great things for this first 
year expert earlier in the season. He is 
living up to predictions and still could 
take the #1 back to Salt Lake at the end 
of the year. 

He may gather a bunch of points 
Saturday night. Where he really is going 
to surprise is in the Ascot 8 miler, 
Springfield and Sacramento. 

Tiger Gene Romero ran into engine 
troubles at CR which is a rare item for 





the coast charger. Don't look for it to 
happen this week. The one thing that 
may cancel him out would be over- 
eagerness to lap the field and take the 
jump 50 times full bore. He can do it and 
has done it in the past. 

We'll go with Mulder in the final but 


will give Hammer, Romero and Var 
Leeuwen plenty of backing to score the 
upset, 

Friday night is time trials only for 
the TT riders. A special request from 
the AMA officials is for all half mile 
novice riders to stay home. It seems 
that every year some first year rider 
shows up at the pit gate with no brakes 
and is mad because he can't ride the 
loop. 

Things start happening fast on Satur- 
day might right at 8:00 p.m. There 
should be lots of surprises and upsets 
to keep you happy this year.

sitting all day and hot sun on black 
boots making my feet swell. Wool socks 
sure didn’t help any, either. Very very 
hot today in the valley — don’t see how 
people in cars stood it without air 
conditioning. We were fine when travel- 
ling, but really minded the heat when 
we stopped. It was so hot that, when 
Irv would stop and shut off the ignition 
switch, the engine would keep right on 
running. 

Climbing up to the mountains, we 
came to a halt because of a fire in a 
truck carrying grain. This was where we 
were extremely glad to be on motor- 
cycles, We could get around the long 
line of cars, trucks, and buses having 
to wait out the fire. Finally we got up 
high enough so the air was cool and 
there was Tepic. The motel was heaven- 
ly cool even without air-conditioning.

We were now in the Tropic Zone and 
were seeing many different kinds of 
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flowers and trees growing wild. Various 
colors of Bougainvillea, wild sweet 
peas, banana and palm trees, rice paper 
plants, and huge trees of Manzanita, 
were abound here. The foliage was very 
lush, 
Saturday — March 12 

Went to tiny town of San Blas today— 
50 miles from Tepic—to take a boat ride 
on the river through the jungle. Couldn’t 
get over the primitive way of life here. 
Women are still washing clothes in the 
rivers, and returning home with the 
entire basket of clothes on their heads. 
The two hour boat ride was a pleasant 
change, but those wooden seats sure 
got hard in a hurry! Three times the 
boat became stuck on sand bars and our 
guide had to get out and push us afloat— 
the river never seemed to get very deep 
—and once, when the guide wasn't pay- 
ing attention to where we were going, 
we crashed headlong into the banking! 
The overhanging branches of trees tore 
off the canopy of the boat and the jolt 
of the crash sent me, tumbling back- 
wards. Fortunately, Bob who was sitting 
right behind me, caught me and averted 
what could have been a most unfortunate 
accident. Edwina was cut from the poles 
landing on her, and otherwise we were 
unhurt, but very much surprised. The 
guide, who had been talking to us in an 
English that was sometimes difficult to 
understand, proved that he could swear 
excellently in English —— we had no 
trouble understanding that! Once we had 
things back under control, it struck all 
of ns as very hilarious and we were still 


` hours over mountain roads. Felt sure 


that we were seeing some of the same 
bus and truck drivers over and over. 
They had always waved to us, but now, 
the minute they spotted us in the dis- 
tance, they put on their lights and 
leaned out the window to wave. If we 
had had any trouble along the road, we 
are sure they would have helped us — a 
very comforting feeling in a strange 
land. In fact, the friendliness we en- 
countered all along the way was very 
refreshing and such a contrast to the 
many lurid tales one hears from some 
travelers in Mexico. Some of the more 
lurid ones are highly publicized—I only 
wish our friendly reception could be told 
from coast to coast. (EDITOR—Granted.) 

Saturday night in Guadalajara is a 
big night, we could tell by the traffic. 
Entering the West gate of the city at 
night was a real thrill. It looks very 
much like the Arc de Triomphe in Paris, 
and is effectively set off with lights. 
We were led to our motel by two boys on 
a small motorcycle who were trying to 
race us at stop lights! Traffic was ab- 
solutely frantic and disorderly; cars 
going through red lights and completely 
disregarding the 18 mile speed limit. 
The change of lights from red to green 
was like dropping the flag at a race. 
And, if you were first in line, and smart, 
you got off fast before being run over! 

We were greeted at our motel by a 
Newport Beach couple, John and Ruth 
Hoskins, whom we had been seeing from 
motel to motel. They, were fun to be with 
and most interesting; They had travelled 
extensively in many parts of the world.

The most sophisticated engine of them all, more exotic than an 
Indy Ford, Honda's exciting new dual overhead cam 450 is a 
cut above the wildest racing engines of the world...bar none! 


f you're one of us who live and breathe articulate, [Tum 
| performance machinery, fascinated by fresh technical 
concepts that pry into tomorrow, then you should know 
about a particular engine configuration that has to be an 
engineering milepost. Of course you've guessed by now 
that this one is cradled between two wheels instead of four, 
but action is the thing, and that it's got! Not in our time 
has the announcement of a given motorcycle been antici: 
pated by so many, or received with such enthusiasm, as 
the Honda 450 Super Sport twin. For not only does this 
machine reflect the most modern design, but it repre- 
sents Honda's entrance into the large capacity engine 
market, second only to the breakthrough this company made 
back in the mid-fifties when they revolutionized American 
thinking on the whole motorcycle picture. 

The new 450 parallel twin (actually 444cc, or 27 cubic 
inches) differs radically from contemporary twins in that 
it has dual overhead camshafts, torsion bar valve springs. 
vacuum-operated carburetor slides, four main bearing 
lower end, and electric starter. Although it is heavy for its 


size at 420 pounds with gas and oil, this sleek speedster 
will defend itself admirably with 43 hp at 8500 rpm, 
comparing favorably to some machines with a third more 
displacement. Even more exciting is the engine's potential, 
for, although Honda has cammed and carburetted this 
engine to pull exceptional low speed torque with most 
docile manners, its lightweight cam and valve layout leads 
us to believe that additional performance is just begging 
to be tapped by competition enthusiasts willing to trade 
the bottom end torque for top end revs. 

Now let's get down to cases. Does this "dream motor- 
cycle" live up to its statistics? Is it as good on the road as 
it is on paper? Well, grab a wrench and we'll tear into this 
mechanical marvel, then piece it all back together and 
warp a few corners. Just one thing: The following report, 
the result of two months of daily riding sessions, is some- 
what less than impartial; you shed that virtue in a big 
hurry, almost from the first turn of the throttle. Suddenly 
you realize that you've taken hold of a thrilling new experi- 
ence, tied to that needle on the tach.

Working from the bottom up, we find the Honda 450 
engine is unusually compact fore and aft; the cases split 
horizontally, the bottom half serving as a reservoir to carry 
the recommended 3 quarts of 30-weight oil which lubricates 
engine, gearbox and clutch from a common source. No 
outside oil lines are necessary, contributing to engine secu- 
rity and cleanliness. While it is a wet sump system, oil drag 
from ‘‘windage”’ is nonexistent, since steel baffles above the 
oil level preclude sloshing and excessive contact with the 
crankshaft. An oil level dipstick is fixed to the large filler 
cap for positive inspection. The oil pump is single plunger 
type with its plunger driven off a cam on the back side of 
the clutch gear. Oil is pulled from the sump through a wire 
mesh filter, then forced through a centrifugal filter driven 
off the right side crankshaft snout. Foreign particles passing 
through the spinning mechanism are thrown to the outside 
of the canister which is easily cleaned periodically by re- 
moving the element through a single cover in the primary 
case, a ten-minute job. Pressurized oil leaving the centrif- 
ugal filter provides positive lubrication through internal 
oilways to crankshaft bearings and the camshafts (via cyl- 
inder stud holes) as well as the gearbox mainshaft and even 
the outer clutch disc. The cam chain guide rollers and the 
gearbox countershaft are drip-fed by individual splash- 
collector sumps, while the torsion bar valve springs survive 
on oil splash in the upper part of the head. Pump capacity, 
incidentally, is 10 pints per minute at 9,000 rpm; consump- 
tion is rated about 2 pints per 2500 miles. Since it takes 
a minute and 8 seconds for the oil to reach the cam sur- 
faces when starting from cold, it is advised that engine 
speed be kept to 500 rpm during warm-up. 

The Honda 450 is the only popular big twin | know of 
that has a four main bearing lower end. The big bearings 
are caged rollers embracing each pair of flywheels (four 
flywheels in all) and are held in husky individual steel pillow 
blocks that bolt to the upper half of the crankcase. Honda 
engineers report that by using four main bearings bolted 
to the upper half of the case (automobile practice) bearing 
efficiency is improved, allowing the use of this smaller, 
lighter and stronger crankshaft due to the decrease of fric- 
tion. Between the two center main bearings, midpoint on 
the crankshaft, is the sprocket which drives the chain that 
runs up through the center of the engine and around the 
two overhead camshafts. Driven and guided by sprockets 
and rollers (10 in all), this long single-row roller chain 
runs a surprisingly straight path between its three main 
sprockets; its tension is maintained by a spring-loaded idler 
sprocket with an outside adjustment set screw that extends 
from the rear base of the cylinder casting. Before leaving 
the lower inner sanctum it should be mentioned that the 
crankshaft is of the built-up type with mainshafts and crank- 
pins pressfitted into the flywheels to form a complete unit, 
the one-piece connecting rods and their roller bearings being 
positioned on the crankpins during assembly. Contrary to 
general practice, the crank throws are 180° apart rather 
than side by side as in most parallel twins. Honda actually 
built prototype 450's both ways but settled on the 180° 
design as best for the U.S. market. My calculation was that 
the alternately wide- then close-spaced firing (Continued)

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impulses of the opposed-throw crank, as 
compared to the perfectly even-spaced 
impulses of the side-by-side arrangement, 
would be less apt to create objectionable 
high frequency vibration at speed. You 
might compare it to the old army trick 
of marching the troops route-step over 
a bridge of questionable strength. But 
they say no, that physical configuration, 
rather than firing interval, is the pri- 
mary concern, that the 180° crank has

case pressures would appear to be low- 
er, as well as more stable, since one 
piston is going up while the other is 
going down, as opposed to the side-by- 
side piston arrangement where both 
pistons go down at the same time and 
would therefore seem to create more 
crankcase pressure. Of course both de- 
signs incorporate crankcase breathers, 
but the advantage in this instance 








The newest wrinkle in valve 

springs is this torsion bar setup that 
is light, compact, and eliminates 
surge. Torsion bar is about the size of 
a pencil; one end anchors in head, 
the other inside a sleeve that relays 
spring action to fork that grips and 
loads valve stem. There was no 
audible indication of valve float, 
even when she signed off at 8900 revs. 
With the throttle against the stop, the 
450 sounds more like a little Offy 

than a motorcycle. It’s approved for 
AMA Class C flat track with .045 maxi- 
mum overbore (450cc) in the500cc class. 
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would still seem to lie with the 180 de- 
sign, especially at high rpm. The Honda 
450 breather, incidentally, is up through 
the cam chain cavity in the center of 
the engine, a large chamber that traps 
vapor fall-out and vents only pressur- 
ized air out the rear cam cover via a 
plastic hose. HRM's test machine 
showed a more noticeable vibration 
point between 55 and 60 mph at first, 
but after 500 miles of break-in, the 
vibes vanished as if by magic and it's 
been smooth as silk since then — you 
figure that one out. 

Splined to the right side of the crank- 
shaft, just inboard of the centrifugal 
oil filter, is the small straight-cut pri- 
mary drive gear that turns the gearbox 
mainshaft via a larger mating gear on 
the adjacent clutch hub — no primary 
chain to adjust. But at the other end of 
the crankshaft is the part that wins 
friends and influences people, the elec- 
trie starter mechanism. On the crank- 
shaft, immediately outside the engine 
case proper, is a free-wheeling sprocket 
with an integral outboard flange; the 
sprocket is chain-driven from the near- 
by starter motor while its protruding 
flange nests in a small centrifugal 
clutch that is keyed to the crankshaft 
and internally spring-loaded to grip the 
flange on the free-turning sprocket. 
Thus, when the starter motor chain 
turns the sprocket, the centrifugal 
clutch turns the crankshaft to which it 
is keyed; but as the engine fires and 
rpm rise above cranking speed, centrif- 
ugal force pulls the gripping spring- 
loaded bearings in the clutch away from 
the engine shaft sprocket flange, per- 
mitting the sprocket to come to rest on 
the spinning shaft. Actually, the centrif- 
ugal clutch is not keyed directly to the 
crankshaft but is screwed to the back 
side of the alternator magnet body 
which is keyed to the extremity of the 
crankshaft. The starter sits directly 
ahead of the engine and its torque is 
cleverly multiplied, in addition to the 
differential between its chain drive 
sprockets, by a set of sun gears inside 
the starter motor housing itself. And 
since the starter works directly off the 
crankshaft the engine can be electrical- 
ly started in any gear after disengaging 
the clutch. I’m tellin’ ya, there’s some 
fine engineering in this little jewel. 

Now let’s get on to the really tricky 
stuff upstairs. On the way up we note 
that the alloy cylinders have iron alloy 
sleeves; they house three-ring, domed 
aluminum pistons accommodating a bore 
and stroke of 70 x 57.8mm (2.8 x 2.3 
inches). A greater part of the hemi- 
sphere combustion chamber is taken up 
by big valves with intake and exhaust 
seats of 35mm and 31mm closing on 
8.5:1 compression. Both valves incor- 
porate hard stellite faces and stem tips 
and seat in a thick steel combustion 
chamber liner of about !4-inch depth 
that is cast right into the aluminum

sprocket which free-wheels on 











head. This liner is spigotted at the 
spark plug hole so that it also embraces 
the full thread length of the plug — no 
thread problems. 

It is reported that the general con- 
figuration of the Honda 450 head rep- 
resents the epitome of design; the 
length and venturi proportions of the 
manifolds, the angle and size of the 
valves, etc. Honda was able to spread 
the valves as wide apart as necessary 
to achieve maximum size and flow char- 
acteristics since both intake and exhaust 
valves have individual camshafts whose 
placement was uninhibited in the origi- 
nal design. With the DOHC setup, the 
valve tips can be spread as far apart as 
necessary to get the largest valve heads 
possible in relation to the bore, with 
each camshaft positioned close to the 
valve tip. Inlet and exhaust valves are 
both 42* from the cylinder axis for an 
included angle of 84°, compared to the 
70° common in former single overhead 
cam designs where longer and heavier 
rocker arms would have been necessary 
to reach the wider-spread valves. The 
two individual camshafts, driven by a 
common chain, are carried in plain 
bearings at each end only. Apparently 
the heft of the shafts, and whatever 
steadying effect is realized through 
chain tension, prevents excessive shaft 
whip between centers. Distortion from 
cam pressures also would appear to be 
minimal since the cam lobes are right 
out next to the bearings, 

Beneath each cam lobe is a cam fol- 
lower, its pivoted end  eccentrically 
mounted on a cross-shaft paralleling 
the camshaft. The radiused top side of 
the follower’s other end works directly 
off the cam lobe, while its bottom tip 
contacts the valve stem. Because the

cam follower pivot point is off-center to 
the shaft on which it is carried, the rec- 
ommended .001 valve clearance can be 
accomplished by merely revolving the 
shaft one way or the other, thus chang- 
ing the proximity of the follower to the 
cam lobe. This is done from outside the 
engine since one end of each follower 
shaft extends through its respective side 
of the head, adjustment being main- 
tained by a lock nut at this point. 


The torsion bar valve springs are also 
transversely mounted, just below the 
cam follower pivot shafts. The outside 
end of each torsion bar is a spline fit 
in a locating bracket that is used to 
preload the bar and anchor it solidly to 
the head. The remainder, or working 
part of the bar, is splined to the inside 
of a hollow shaft which, free to turn, 
is supported on its far end in the center 
of the head and carries at its midpoint 
a forked arm which extends beneath a 
collar on the valve stem. When the tor- 
sion bar is installed, the forked arm just 
contacts the valve collar, then a pre- 
load is cranked into the torsion bar’s 
locating bracket which is locked in this 
position with a bolt. Thus the induced 
twist in the torsion bar exerts pressure 
(via its outer sleeve and fork) against 
the valve stem to keep it seated against 
the cam follower. Why the torsion bar 
valve spring rather than coils or hairpin 
springs? Simply that the torsion bar 
eliminates surge at high speed, plus 
making a very compact and light ar- 
rangement. 


Two other functions are associated 
with the overhead cam mechanism: 
spark timing and tachometer drive. 
Dual circuit breakers are driven direct- 
ly off the end of the left exhaust cam, 
while the tach drive off the right ex- 
haust cam is conveniently close to the 
instrument it feeds. Ignition is by 12- 
volt battery and AC generator, ignition 
coils and condensers. The ignition is 
equipped with a centrifugal advance- 
retard mechanism. 


All that remain for discussion topside 
are the carburetors, but these are dan- 
dies. Although they are similar to con- 
ventional motorcyéle carburetors in that 
they have a vertical slide, which con- 
trols air intake, each carb also has two 
butterflies, one fore and aft of the slide. 
The rearmost butterfly is an air choke, 
but the forward butterfly is controlled 
by the throttle cable, while the slide is 
remotely controlled by vacuum acting 
above a large piston attached to the top 
of the slide. As the throttle butterfly is 
pulled open by the throttle cable, venturi 
vacuum (or pressure differential with 
outside atmosphere) is bypassed to the 
top of the slide piston, thereby remotely 
raising the slide as engine needs re- 
quire. The beauty of it is that no matter 
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how quickly the throttle is opened, the 
engine will not stall since it alone de- 
termines how much air it can ingest. 
No perceptible lag is evident on rapid 
acceleration, however, so quick is the 
transgression from butterfly to slide. 
Throttle effort at the handlebar is as 
light as most single carburetor jobs; 
the single reel throttle cable being con- 
nected to a mid-way junction block 
which has attached to it two cables, one 
for each carburetor butterfly. The meth- 
od of carburetor attachment is also 
significant; their mouths fit inside, and 
are clamped to, rubber extension hoses 
which are bonded to steel flanges that 
bolt to the engine manifolds. The car- 
buretor bedies are therefore very flex- 
ib'e in relation to the engine, absorbing 
little of its vibration. Individual paper 
pack air cleaners of generous propor- 
tions filter engine breathing; a clever 
touch here being that the filters are in- 
terconnected, so that each carburetor 
taking its turn feeds from both filters 
rather than just one, thus doubling 
filter capacity and keeping them cleaner 
due to the reduced air flow speed

through the elements. 





Like the Mississippi, the Honda 450's 
lower end should roll on forever, with 
four roller mains held in pillow blocks 
bolted to wpper half of case. Threads 
are all metric and tools are included. 
With a piston speed of 3375 feet per 
minute at 8900 rpm, the Honda pistons 
run a full 1000 feet per minute below 
maximum speed of factory-hot stock car 
engines bwilt for street. Really safe! 


So compact that its mainshaft is al- 
most due south of the rear cam lobe, 
the four-speed gearbox is short front to 
back primarily because the mainshaft 
and countershaft are carried in double 
row rather than single row ball bear- 
ings, allowing smaller diameter bear- 
ings and thus closer spacing between 
the shafts and smaller diameter gears. 
The double row ball bearings mentioned 
are used on the input side of the main- 








shaft and the output side of the counter- 
shaft. The more lightly loaded opposite 
ends of each shaft run in plain bear- 
ings. The box is constant-mesh type 
with dog engagement between gears. 
Their lateral movement is controlled by 
two forks attached to sleeves that ride 
on a cam-grooved cylinder and are 
keyed to same by locating pins that 
slide in the cam grooves. As the foot- 
shift lever revolves the cylinder, its 
groove pattern guides the shifter fork 
sleeves in their lateral movement. The 
clutch is wet type with seven plates; it 
withstood the rigors of the test without 
slip or overheating, and lever operation 
at the bars was quite easy. 


The chassis that carries the 450 en- 
gine is well constructed but conven- 
tional in most respects except that the 
frame is heavily gusseted at points of 
tube intersection and includes two tank 
bars, the lower one of which also serves 
as a top motor mount. Telescopic coil 
spring suspension is used front and rear 
with oil damping. Generous travel is 
evident and the bike rides like the 
proverbial cloud, at speed, or at a 
crawl over small irregularities (in and 
out of driveways, etc.). Surprisingly, 
the three-way adjustable rear shocks 
appeared to be damped on recoil only 
(or at best very lightly on counter- 
recoil) ; a quick bounce on the saddle, 
with the bike at rest, and it pops right 
back up without perceptible sign of 
snubbing. Thus, although the 450’s ride 
appeared above reproach on the road, 
I wonder what a set of truly double- 
damped rear shocks would make. Grant- 
ed, it would be difficult to improve on 
the ride it presently has. Either way, 
hang on to those Honda rear shock dust 
covers; they’re made out of plastic 
rather than steel, doing away with the 
irksome scraping noises that accompany 
the conventional metal covers — just one 
of the many, many small refinements. 
Part of that plush carriage is due to 
the dual spring setup within each alloy 
front fork leg; two different rate springs 
provide for light as well as heavy loads, 
giving two-stage progression, The most 
outstanding feature of the chassis is the 
brake system. The dual leading brake 
shoes up front (two cams )are impres- 
sively powerful, yet so progressive and 
true that even a novice can use them 
rather heavily with safety — an incred- 
ible device. The rear shoes are operated 
by a single cam and are most adequate 
for the back. The wheels are 18-inchers 
with 3.25 rubber front, 3.50 rear. Wheel- 
base is 53 inches. 

But it is the appointments — sheet- 
metal, fittings, controls, etc. — that add 
frosting to the cake, and the Honda 
450 is dripping with such refinements. 
The biggest conversation piece is that 
4.2-gallon gas tank. I wasn't quite sure 








about its aesthetic appeal at first, but 
once clamped onto it I immediately 
changed my mind; it's shaped to fit 
people, with just the right height, width 
and contour for comfortable leg grip. 
Suddenly it's beautiful. Besides, it has 
replaceable chrome panels in case of a 
mishap, a generous fuel filter, and a 
petcock standpipe that takes the. gas 
from a couple of inches off the floor of 
the tank until the reserve system is 
turned on. The tank has one of the 
best rubber mount setups of all; two 
C-shaped tank brackets at the front 
merely slide onto large rubber bush- 
ings attached to the frame while a 
rubber-bushed bolt locks it up, but 
gently, at the rear. It’s super soft, yet 
stays in place. And the cap seals a tank 
full to the brim without sign of fuel 
seepage at any speed. The large capac- 
ity, combined with the engine’s econ- 
omy, should permit an easy 200-mile 
cruising range. On one 150-mile moun- 
tain and desert stint that involved 
70-80 mph cruising speeds, plus inter- 
mittent flat-out top-end runs, the ma- 
chine averaged a surprising 51% miles 
to the gallon. I could hardly believe it. 


Other appointments are numerous and 
impeccable, such as the aluminum top 
fork clamp that looks as though it might 
have been turned out by a silversmith, 
the spring-loaded and folding footpegs, 
the steering damper, a horn that works 
at speed, taillight wiring that’s ingeni- 
ously protected in a metal tube that is 
used as a styling rib over the top of the 
rear fender, and a full tool box. Time 
and effort have gone into rubber shock 


proofing of an unusual number of items: 
the jeweled speedo and tach that are 
integrated in the back of the headlight 
rather than being hung on separately 
as though an afterthought, the handle- 
bars, the flip-top saddle that raises to 
expose the battery and various electri- 
cal connections, the optional side mirror 
glass, and even the center stand is pro- 
vided with a rubber stop to prevent its 
clanging when raised! How thoughtful 
can you get? Fork and ignition locks 
are, of course, included, along with fold- 
ing passenger pegs, plus hi-lo and neu- 
tral indicator lights in the back of the 
headlight. 


Now let's climb'aboard and we'll take 
a fast run over the “Grapevine,” a local 
mountain pass of renown, then cut out 
into the desert for some serious cruis- 
ing. Check that seat, soft and generous, 
and how you fit down in behind the 
tank rather than feeling perched high 
atop the machine. The bars are perfect, 
allowing a slight forward inclination 
of the body that makes for comfortable 
riding all day. The fact that the steer- 
ing feels a bit slower than most at low 


speed tells us that there's plenty of 
rake in the front forks for high speed 
stability, and how true it is. The han- 
dling reference “as though it were on 
rails” was coined for the 450; fantastic 
cornering stability is almost too inspir- 
ing. Nothing spooks this bike in a cor- 
ner; it’s one of the very best handling 
motorcycles I have ever ridden. Straight 
line high speed control is equally com- 
forting, with no buffeting, weaving, or 
instability whatsoever. 


Performance is outstanding. Healthy 
low-speed torque is combined with really 
thrilling top end speed. Pulling an over- 
all top ratio in high of 6.95:1, the Super 
Sport is hard to catch in the mountains, 
especially with its razor-sharp handling 
and brute brakes; it takes a tall hill 
to keep it under 80 mph. Out on the 
level you’d better be ready to sail; down 
on the tank you can expect 105 mph 
with a correspondent tach reading of 
8900 rpm. Sitting straight up in the 
saddle, she’ll click off a flat 95 mph and 
give you the impression that it could 
go on all day. At 90, revs drop to 7800, 
and at 70 (really loafing), it’s 6000 rpm. 
Because of the extreme smoothness at 
any speed, and the equally surprising 
quietness, the engine would seem to 
withstand extended speed runs of longer 
duration than circumstances allow — this 
one's a super cruiser. 

There's hardly anything to quarrel 
with; the gear change mechanism rates 
about average or slightly above, al- 
though it is not a criterion. Once fa- 
miliar with it, some rather good shifis 
can be made at speed, but until then it 
is advised that only moderately fast 
shifts be practiced lest one be missed. 
There is considerable difference in ra- 
tios between low and second, while 
third and fourth are very close to- 


gether. The shift pattern is down for 
low, then up through neutral to the 
higher gears. Riding solo it is doubtful 
if you will hang any of the lower chas- 
sis members on a corner unless it be 
the rear brake pedal. This one loops 
down under the right muffler and may 
drag if applied in a corner, or over a 
sharp rise at walking speed. Someday 
I'd like to see them loop this lever over 
the top of the muffler if possible — no 
big deal. But riding double aggravates 
both right and left clearance situations 
and does deserve closer attention by 
the manufacturer. Again it’s not highly 
critical, but on a machine of this calibre, 
perfection is obviously their goal. 

And perfection it is regarding the 
Honda electrical system. Night riding 
was a pleasure with the flood of illumi- 
nation running ahead. Bright tail- and 
stoplights ensure safety from the rear. 
Electric starting from cold, with the 
temperature in the mid-thirties, was 
never sluggish. It’s pretty handy, too, 
in case of a stall in traffic, to be able 
to restart while in motion and in gear 
simply by disengaging the clutch and 
hitting that tiny button on the handle- 
bars. During the whole show, the en- 
gine stayed clean of oil and required 
no attention whatsoever, other than a 
conservative hand on the throttle. 


If you are searching for something 
above and beyond, I hope you challenge 
my findings on the Honda Super Sport 
450. One rider, aboard a larger twin, 
did just that through all four gears 
and came out a poor second, but that’s 
the embarrassing way. I suggest you 
try the 450 privately before testing its 
mettle against anything near its size. 
Just be prepared to take it home when 
you’ve finished. All this in a thousand- 
dollar machine is almost more than a 
feller can bear. "п
